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|. Introduction 


The statistical tables presented are based upon a 
special industry profiling survey conducted in 
1975 by the Transportation and Communications 
Division—The Water Transportation Data Sheet, 
1974. 


The objectives of the survey were: 

(1) to provide a rigorous foundation for the 
definitions and concepts used by the water 
transport industry; 

(2) to facilitate improvements in future 
questionnaire design; 

(3) to measure and analyze the economic 
variables of the industry; and 

(4) to improve the coverage of the water 
transport industry. 

In the past, financial data have been requested 
by associations and individuals who share a 
common interest in water transportation. More 
recently, requests have been received from 
government departments, regulatory agencies, 
carriers and consulting firms. 


The tables that follow are advance statistics and 
should be considered preliminary aggregations 
of the data collected.

Il. Highlights 


Gross transportation revenue generated by 
Canadian-domiciled firms totaled $1.14 billion 
in 1974. 


The 89 Class | carriers (or 17 per cent of the total 
number of firrns), those earning $1 million or more 
annually from water transportation operations, 
grossed $1.08 billion in transportation revenues 
or approximately 94 per cent of the total gross 
transportation revenue. 


Only 2 per cent of the carriers operated in the 
United States and other foreign waters, but they 
generated $142 million in water transportation 
revenues, 93 per cent of which was from the 
transport of commodities. 


Of the five major water transportation operations 
undertaken by Canadian-domiciled firms, the 
Transport of Commodities represented the highest 
percentage of total gross transportation revenue 
generated (67 per cent), followed by Time 
Charter to Others (10 per cent), Towing (7 per 
cent), the Transport of Passengers (5 per cent) and 
Bareboat Charter to Others (2 per cent). The 
remaining 9 per cent was primarily from sub- 
sidized operations. 


Approximately 48 per cent of the reporting firms 
specialized in the transport of either commodities 
or passengers. 


Approximately 79 per cent of the reporting firms 
specialized in domestic trade (i.e. between two 
Canadian ports or within close proximity to one 
Canadian port). 


Of the $1.14 billion gross transportation revenue 
reported, the largest portion, $558 million or 49 
per cent, was generated by operations between 
two Canadian ports. Canada-United States move- 
ments accounted for $217 million or 19 per cent. 


Operations of Canadian-domiciled firms involving 
foreign ports accounted for $366 million or 
32 per cent. 


Approximately 77 per cent of the total vessel 
crew, licensed and unlicensed, were employed by 
commercial carriers and charterers. The remaining 
23 per cent were employed by private or 
industrial carriers. 


Total wage and salary expenditures on licensed 
and unlicensed vessel crew represented an 
estimated direct labour outlay of 15 per cent of 
the total gross transportation revenue or 15 cents 
out of every revenue dollar. 


Of the 89 Class | carriers that reported, the largest 
portion, 55 firms or 62 per cent, were engaged in 
the transport of commodities. 


Ill. Scope of the survey 


Statistics Canada compiled a list of 2,567 
companies from four sources: The Canadian 
Transport Commission, the Ministry of Transport, 
the Business Register Division of Statistics Canada 
and the Transportation and Communications 
Division. After duplication was eliminated, as far 
as possible, the mail-out was conducted and the 
returns were partitioned approximately as 
follows:

With reference to the 1974 tabulations in this 
release the following characteristics define those 
firms which, according to survey concepts, are 
out-of-scope: 


(1) Establishments engaged mainly in marine 
construction, drilling and ship repairs; 

(2) Pleasure craft and sight-seeing operations; 
(3) Fishing operations; 

(4) Marine research and survey activities; 

(5) Dredging undertakings; 

(6) Harbour boards; 

(7) Operations defined as strictly Industry No. 505 
in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
(revised 1970): 

(8) Carriers domiciled outside Canada; and 
(9) Marine defence operations. 


All in-scope undertakings are classed according 
to annual gross operating revenue as follows. 


Class |—gross operating revenues greater than or 
equal to $1,000,000. 

Class Il—gross operating revenues greater than 
$100,000 and less than $1,000,000. 

Class Ill—gross operating revenues less than or 
equal to $100,000. 


Gross operating revenue (or gross revenue from 
water transportation) is the sum of the gross 
revenues earned from the following basic water 
transport operations: 


(1) transporting commodities (including voyage 
charters); 

(2) transporting passengers; 

(3) bareboat charter to others; 

(4) time charter fo others; 

(5) towing (log booms, barges and other vessels) 
(6) other; and 

(7) subsidies.

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IV. Limitations of the preliminary tabulations 


The total gross revenue of $1.14 billion from water 
transportation represents an aggregation of the 
revenue estimates reported by the firms surveyed, 
without adjustments for intra-industry transfers. 


For each firm surveyed, the area of operation 
was selected as that area where the majority of 
vessel operating time was logged. 


Each firm was allocated to one of Commercial, 
Private or Chartering activities in accordance with 
that activity which generated the largest portion 
of the gross operating revenue. 


For tables 2, 4, 7 and 8a firm engaged in more 
than one type of operation or trade is counted 
under its principal type of operation or trade. 


V. Definitions 


The definitions applied in the survey and in this 
release agree, unless otherwise indicated. 


Definitions of Carriers 

Firms were grouped into three categories 
according to the following definitions of water 
transport carriers. 

(1) Commercial waterborne carrier (owned or 
chartered)—any water carrier undertaking 
engaged in the transport of commodities or 
passengers for compensation or reward. 


(2) Chartering undertaking —any undertaking 
engaged in the charter or sub-charter to others of 
vessels on a bareboat or time basis for com- 
pensation or reward. 

(3) Private or Industrial waterborne carrier — 


any water carrier undertaking which is engaged 
primarily in the transport of its own commodities 
(or passengers) or those of its parent or sister 
company. 


Operating Area 

Each firm was allocated to an area of operation 
in accordance with the geographical division 
served by all or the majority of the vessel 
operating time. 

(a) Canadian Waters 

The following areas in Canadian Waters are 
defined as follows. 

(1) Atlantic—the waters adjacent to the Canadian 
Atlantic Coast and that portion of the St. Lawrence 
River which is east of “inland waters’. 

(2) Pacific—the waters adjacent to the Canadian 
Pacific Coast. 

(3) Inland Waters —defined by the Canada 
Shipping Act as: “All rivers, lakes and other 
navigable fresh waters within Canada including 
the St. Lawrence River as far seaward as a straight 
line drawn:-a) from Cap des Rosiers to West Point, 
Anticosti Island, and, 6) from Anticosti Island to 
the north shore of the St. Lawrence River along the 
meridian of longitude sixty-three degrees west.” 
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(Exclude the Mackenzie River and its tributaries 
and include time spent in United States waters of 
the St. Lawrence Seaway and the Great Lakes.) 
(4) Mackenzie River —the Mackenzie River system 


and its tributaries. 

(5) Arctic—the waters adjacent fo the mainland 
and islands of the Canadian Arctic within the area 
enclosed by the sixtieth parallel of north latitude, 
the one hundred and forty-first meridian of 
longitude and a line measured seaward from the 
nearest Canadian land, a distance of one hundred 
nautical miles; except that in the area between the 
islands of the Canadian Arctic and Greenland 
where the line of equidistance between the islands 
of the Canadian Arctic and Greenland is less than 
one hundred nautical miles from the nearest 
Canadian land, there shall be substituted for the 
line measured seaward one hundred nautical 
miles from the nearest Canadian land such line 

of equidistance. 


(b) Foreign Waters 

The operating areas in foreign waters are defined 
as follows. 

(1) United States (excluding time spent in inland 
waters)—fthe waters adjacent to the Atlantic or 
Pacific Coast of the United States. 

(2) Other foreign (including international waters) 
—the waters adjacent to the coast of countries 
other than Canada or the United States.
